A little later Shippey left his home 
and Mrs. Shippey told him for herself 
and her son they were tired of “ being 
one of Mr. Shippey’s families,” for 
there was a Henry George Shippey 
who calied Mile. Babin “mamma.” 

Witness Is on Crutches. 
Mrs. Shippey was on the stand for 


day. Dressed in black and walking 
with the aid of crutches she, also a 
writer, told the story of her life. 

She testified that she had lived more 
than nine years with her husband, in- 
cluding the time when he was editor 
of a country paper at Higginsville, 
Mo., where, she said, they were happy. 

“I always tried to be faithful and 
loyal,” she said. “I went hungry, 
ragged, and cold for him. I tried to 
be self-sacrificing. Whenever there 
was a question of one giving up any- 
thing I always tried to give up so he 
could have what he wanted.”

LINK MYSTERY 
DEATH LAKE 
BOOZE RUNNING 


Four Are Held in 
Suspected Slaying. 


A fatal shooting which the police be- 
lieve traceable to the rum running in- 
dustry of a fleet of boats running 
blockade between Canada and Chicago 
was uncovered last night when the 
Warren avenue police were notified 
that August Meyers, an ex-convict, 
had died in the Midwest hospital of a 
bullet wound. 

Dr. Warren O. Wheelock, 1026 Ains- 
lie street, whose loop offices are at 31 
North State street, was placed under 
arrest because he failed to notify the 
police, as required by law, upon being 
called to attend the wounded man. His 
story and that of his companion, Dr. 
Spencer Brown, 1526 North La Salle 
street, a retired dentist. who, the police 
say, is a friend of many underworld 
characters, added more mystery to the 
case. 

Appears at Miller Home. 

Meyers, who had been living at 737 


West Madison street, under the name} 


of John Russell, Was taken to the hos- 
pital from the home of Robert Miller, 
2848 Warren avenue: - Miller is a for- 
mer saloonkeeper and the owner of the 
fishing sloop Ernest. Leduc.. 

Miller ‘and his wife said that Meyers, 
whom they have known casually for 
four years, came to their home yester- 
day with twomen. He told Mrs, Miller, 
he had been injured in an auto accl- 
dent and wished to lie down for a time. 
He was shown to a bed and let alone. 

It was recalled at onée by Sergts. 
Gratton, O’Neal, and Scully of the de- 
tective bureau that early Wednesday 
morning ten men weré arrested at the 
foot of South Water street, apparently 
waiting with four trucks for a boat to 
dock. Failing to obtain the proper 
signal, the boat turned about and dis- 
appeared. 

Boat and Beer Seized. 

At Michigan City yesterday govern- 
ment authorities, who anticipated the 
landing place of the “ vanishing boat,” 
arrested Capt. Nathan St. Peter of the 
ship Billy Eddy and confiscated the 
cargo, consisting of 150 barrels of 
Canadian beer.

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MUNIMENTS’ MAY NOW 
SHARE HONORS WITH 
HARDING'S ‘NORMALCY’ 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—{Spe- 
cial.]J—President Harding employed 
the seldom used word “muniments” 
today in writing the executive order 
transferring the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Constitution of the 
United States from the state depart- 
ment to the Library of Congress. The 
President wrote that the order was 
issued at the request of Secretary of 
State Hughes because the secretary 
“has no itable place for the exhi- 
bition of these muniments.” 

The Century dictionary states that a 
‘“muniment ” is, in one sense, “a docu: 
ment by which claims and rights are 
defended or maintained; a title deed, 
a deed, charter, record, etc., especially 
such as belong to public bodies or 
those in which national, manorial, or 
ecclesiastical rights and privileges are 
concerned.” 

In another sense a “muniment” is 
“any article preserved or treasured as 
of special interest or value, as jewels, 
relics, etc.” Muniment houses and mu- 
niment rooms are described as “‘houses 
or rooms in cathedrals, colleges, col- 
legiate churches, castles or public 
buildings made for keeping deeds, char- 
ters, writings, etc.”

Jailer Peter Lawrence took Gov. 
Small’s final decision to Wandercr, who 
was sitting in his cell, looking somberly 
at a religious tract, but never turning 
a puge. It was 1:14 p. m. 

Retains His Indifference. 

“AN right, Carl,” said Lawrence,

go to the death cell.”

Dail Cabinet to Frame Reply. 

The note was received in Dublin

A meeting of the Dail 
cabinet has already been summoned 
and while it is possible that the 
cabinet may reply immediately, it is 
stated that it is more than likely the 
reply will be delayed for a day or two 
in order that the whole of Dail Hireann 
may be consulted, : 

It is pointed out in Dublin that the 
letter falls into two parts, first, a re 
statement of the British position in- 
sisting that the government cannot in 
any way recognize Ireland’s sovereign- 
ty, which, however, the Irish are not 
called upon to accept specifically, and 
second, a renewed invitation to confer, 
which may be taken as unconditional. 


Note Sent Suddenly. 

The sending of the note from Gair- 
loch was dramatically sudden. The 
prime minister had been waiting for 
replies from three of his colleagues 
abroad and had received all but the 
one from Arthur Balfour. He decided 
at 11 o'clock this morning to wait until 
this afternoon or tomorrow and he pre- 
pared to go fishing. Just as he was 
leaving the house Mr. Balfour's letter 
arrived. It approved of the draft. The 
prime minister handed his note to a 
telegraph operator immediately and 
then went fishing. 

There was a fresh outbreak of riot- 
ing in Belfast last night, two men be- 
ing wounded, but it was confined chief- 
ly to stone throwing and wasquickiy 
suppressed by the military. . 

A serious incident was reported from 
Tipperary, where the first flict be- 
tween civilians and police since the 
truce occurred last night.

. VIENNA, Sept. 29.— cess Pau- 
line Metternich, 86, for decades known 
as the foremost lady of the Austrian 
aristocracy, died last night. She was 
the daughter-in-law of the famous Aus- 
trian statesrnan, Prince Clemens Met- 
ternich, chancellor of the Austrian em- 
pire in the time of Napoleon I. His 
son, Prince Richard Metternich, acted 
as AuStria’s ambassador at the court 
of Napoleon III.

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—Germany is suf- 


fering from underproduction which is 
directly due to the treaty of Versailles 
and the conditions of the allies’ repara- 
tions ultimatum. The present under- 
production is largely responsible for 
the present financial crisis. All this 
according to Dr. Jordan Mallinckrodt, 
the financial adviser to the Reichsver- 
band Deutscher Industrie, or the Na- 
tional German Industrial association. 
“You may picture the situation 
thus,’ Dr. Mallinckrodt declared. “ Two 
men want to do business. One, an 
American, wants to sell raw materials 
to another, Germany, who wants to 
buy, but a third person arrives saying, 
‘You must not do business, because 
you must give me all foreign moneys 
in reparations, and if you sell some-

sides that he had décided to certify 
today to Judge-Evans that the ques- 
tion of appointing a receiver for the 
coéperative society should be taken 
rup by the judge at once. The main 
interests of the society are a string 
of grocery stores in which is evolved 
an elaborate stuck selling plan. 
Parker Under Inquiry. 

While the lawyers and the auditors 
were examining the society's books, it 
developed that Harrison M. Parker, 
head of the society, is under investiga- 
tion by the federal authorities. This 
investigation, it was learned, was start- 
ed by Assistant District Attorney John 
V. Clinnin under oréers from Judge 
Landis. 


fore the September grand jury,” Col. 
‘Clinnin said. “I found, however, that 
it was a matter so wide in its ramifi- 
cations that it required my undivided 
attention, and that I have been unable 
to give it.”
